APPLICATION means Form SCe110, Applicotion for Payment, 1939 Heweiian Sugar- 
cane Programs Form SC-110, Supplement 1, Continuation Sheet for Section VIII of 
Application for Payment; and Form SC-110, Supplement 2, Certificate with Respect to 
Jdoint-Producers, to be Submitted by Producer~Processor iho Operates the Farming 
Unit and iho kxecutes Form SCe110, 


PARE! means all lend which is farmed by @ producer, or group of producers, as 


@ single farming unit, with cropping practices, workstock, equipment, loebor and 
management substantially seperate from that of any other land. 


PRODUC means eny person who was the leral ovmer, at the tine of harvest or 
abandonment, of a portion or all of the sugarcane covered by the application. 


OPERATOR means the producer who operates the farm covered by the application, 
or the legal representative of such producer. 


CHic TCAL FERTILIZER means commorcial chemical fertilizer not less then 15 
per cent of the gross weight of which ccnsists of plant food. 


PLALT FOOD means the agsregate omount of nitrogen, available phosphoric acid 
end water soluble potash in chemical fortilizer, 


POH!’ SC-10U means Application for Payment, 1937 liewaiiean Sugarcane rrogran. 
LALOKLR means any person who was employed on the farm covered by tho eappli- 


cation in the production, cultivation or harvesting of sugarcane in the calender

The application is to be filled out in triplicate. All entrics, cxecpe™™ 
Signetures and dates, should be typewritten or plainly printed in ink or indelible 
pencil. The orisinal is to be sont to Washington, 0. C. One copy is to be retained 
in tne Honolulu, T. ii. office and one copy should be delivered to the operator of 
the frrm covered by the epplication, 


fereages end hundredwoights of sugarcane shall be expressed to the nearest 
tenth of en acre and tenth of o hundredweig¢ht, respectively. Five or fewer hune 
dredths are to be dropped end more than fivo hundredths will be considered as a 
whole tenth, ‘thousandths of an ecre or thousandths of a hundredweicht of sugar- 
cane should be disregarded. Figures relative to hundredweifhts of sugar shall be 
expressed to the nearest hundredth of a hundredweifht, Five or fewer thousendths 
are to be dropped and more than five thousandths will be considered as a whole 
hundredth. Ton-thousandths of a hundredweight of sugar should be disregarded. 
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The epplicetion must cover all land which is farmed by a produccr, or group 
of producers, es e single ferming unit, with cropping practices, workstock, equip= 
ment, labor and menagement substantially separate from that of any othor land. 


All date which is ascerteined from the operator must be checked by the 
Honolulu, T. H. office before Section IX is executed, 


HEADING 


Local district - The name or designating number of the locel administrative 
district must be ontcred in the space provided. 


Serial number - The serial number of the application must be entered in the 
space provided, 


SECTION I. ArrLICATION AND CLRTIFIC/ TION OF PRODUCERS 

Producers on a farm, when signing the epplication, are certifying to all the 
provisions included in this section. The ettention of such producers should be 
called to these provisions before thoy are permitted to sign the application. A 
description of the ferm covered by the epplication must be filed in the Honolulu, 
T. Hi. office, 


SUCTION IT. CURTIFICATION OF PKODUCER= PROCBYSOR 


Any producer on the farm who was directly or indirectly a processor of suger- 
cane during the 1938 crop season, as dofined in Uuugar Determination lio. 52, issued 
May 24, 1938, is required to enter the namo of the processor end execute this section. 


SUCTION TIT. REQUIRED FARTING PRACTICLS 


Entries of plant food must be the actual averaze amounts in the chemical 
fertilizer applied per secre of sugarcene land fertilized and must be expressed to 
the nearest pound. Five or fewer tenths of a pound are to be dropped and more than 
five tenths considered as a whole pound. 


Wo entry is to be made for the applicetion of chemical fertilizer in eny 
case unless supvorted by receipts, invoices, or other satisfactory evidence. 


Item 1. The number of acres of land on which sugercane was crowing at eny time 
during the calendar year 1938 on the farm and on which chemical fertilizer was ap- 
plied during the calendar yerr 1958 must be ascertained from the operetor. If this 
number is less than the number of ecres of land on which sugercane was planted or e 
ratoon crop was sterted at eny time during the calender yecr 1958, cs ascertained 
from the operntor, tho application cannot be certified for paymont. 


Iten 2. inter the result of dividing the number of pounds of plant food con- 
tained in the chemical fertilizer apulied in 1938, es ascertained from the operator, 
by the number of acres shown in item l. 


Item 5. cnter the average quantity of available plant food in chemical fertilizer 
apolicd in 1936 per acre of sugarcane fertilizod, as shown in item 2, Section III 
of Form SC-100. In cases in which Forn SC-100 was not filed, this informetion must 
be escertrined from the oporator. 


Item ¢. inter the average quantity of aveilable plant food in chemical fertilizer 
applied in 1937 per acre of sugarcane lend fertilized as shovm in item 3, Section ILI 
of Horm SC-100. In cases in which Form SC-100 wes not filed, this information must 
be ascertained from the operator. 


SECTION IV. Oi ‘PUTATION OF PAYTGHT 


kntries must be made in all items of this section, unless the omission is 
specifically provided in these instructions, 
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item 1. inter the number of hundredweights of sugarcane hervested on the fern 
in 1958, as ascertained from the operator. 


Item 2, lkmter the cane ratio of the sugercene. The cone ratio should be calcu- 
leted by the same method used in connection with the cane retio certificrte which 
eccompenied each 1937 epplication for payment. 


Item 5. knter the result of dividing item 1 by itom 2 and maltiplying this quotient 
by the factor 1e0cocd. 


If damage from an acceptable cause (see Section V¥) resulted in bona fide 
abandonment of planted acreage of sugercane for sugar on the land covered by the 
application, the ceuse or causes of such abendonment shall be entered in the space 
provided. 


Item 4. inter the number of oona fide abendoned ecres which resulted fron 
the above cause, es ascertained from the operator. If there are no bona fide aban- 
doned ecres from an accepteble cause, the word “none" must be entered. 


ftem 5. If bona fide abandoned ecres are shown in item 4, or if denese from an 
acceptable cause resulted in a crop deficiency on the farm, ontor the normal vield 
per ecre in hundredweights, as computed in accordence with Suser Determination 
No. ©6, issued June 17, 19383 otherwise entcr xx. Data required for such computa= 
tion shall be ascertained from the operstor. 


Tten 6. inter the result of multiplying item 5 by iten 4. imtor xx, if the 
word "none" is entered in item 4, 


Item 7. lknter one-third of iten 6. knteor xx, if the word "none" is entered 
in iten 4, 


If demage from an accepteble cause resulted in a crop deficiency on the frm, 
the cause or causes of such crop deficiency shall be entered in the space provided. 


Item 8, If bona fide abandoned acres are shovm in item 4, or if en acceptable 
cause of crop deficiency is entered in the Spece provided above, enter the number 
of acres of sugercene hervested during 1938, as ascertained from the operrtor: other- 
wise enter xx, 


Item $, inter the result of multiplying item 5 by item 8. imter xx, if item © 
is so entered. . 


Iter 10, inter 80), of iten 9. mnter xx, if item 9 is so entered,

SECTION V. APPROVAL FOR PAYELUT WITH ES PECT TO ABLEDON ubT 
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If xx is ontered in items 7 and 11 of Section IV, Section V need not be exccuted, 


If emounts ere shown in items 7 and/or 11 of Section IV, determine the total 
acreage of sugercane harvested for the extracticn of sugar in 1938, in the county 
in which the farm is located. Detcrmine that the amount entered in item 5, Section IV, 
is 80% or less of the sum of the amounts entered in items 6 end 9, Section IV, on a 
sufficient number of applicsetions from the county on which acceptable causes of 
abandonment and/or crop deficiency have been entered in the spaces provided, and 
that the sum of the amounts entered in item &, Section IV, for such ap lications 
equals or exceeds 10), of the totel sugarcane acreage in the county. The acceptable 
causes of abendonment and/or crop deficiency are as follows: 


Drought Storn Disease 
Flood Freeze Insects. 


If and when this determination has been made for the sugarcane farms within 
a county, this section is to be signed by the representative of the Insuler Division 
of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration in Haweii.e The dete of signature must 
be entered, 

SuCTION VI. DeSIGNATSD SOLE RaCIPIahT OF PAYDLLT 

If all of the producers on the farm egree to designrte a sole recipient of 
the payment for their benefit, the name of such sole recipient ond his mail address 
shell be entered in the spaces provided. If there is no designeted sole recipient, 
the word "none" must be entered. If there is only one producer on the farm, a sole 
recipient should not be designated. 


SECTION VII. DISTRIBUTION O2 ACCKUBD, UlirAID \AGHS 


. A representative of the Insular Division of the Agricultural /djustment Ad- 
ministretion in Haweii shall determine thet each laborer named in column (2) for 
whom accrued, unpaid wages are shovm in column (4) was not paid wages in accordence 
with section 301(b) of the Suger Act of 1937 and Sugar Determination lio. 54, issued 
November 25, 1958, because he could not be located after every reasonable effort 
was meade, or because the producer who employed him did not have the necessary funds, 
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All entries of the nanos of laborers and of the amounts of unpaid weges must be 
evidenced by wage claims on forms provided for thet purpose, properly executed by 
such laborers or their suthorized representatives, or by Statements signed by the 
producers stating the nemes of the laborers not fully paid end the emounts owed. lio 
evidence is to be attached to the application. If all laborers were fully paid, 

the word “none” must be entered in the first line in column (2). 


Enter in column (1) the names of the producers who owe wages to laborers. 
In case one producer owes wages to more than one laborer, a ditto sign may be en- 
tered under his neme for each additional laborer, 


Enter in column (2) the name of each laborer who has not been fully peid. 
All such laborers not fully paid by one producer should be listed consecutively. 
In case more than one producer owes wages to one leborer, the laborer's name should 
be entered opposite the nane of each such producer. If the neme of any laborer is 
unknown, the word "unknowm" must be entered, 


knter in colum (3) the mail address of each laborer whose neme appears in 
colum (2). In case the address of eny such laborer is uaknown, the word. "uaknovn" 
must be entered. 


enter in each line in column (4) the unpaid wages which are due the laborer 
whose name is entered in that line in colum (2) from the producer whose name is 
entered in that line in column (1). If the word "unimowm" is entered in colwm 
(2), enter the amount owed to the laborer whose name is unknomm. inter the total 
in the last line. 


Meke no entry in column (5). 


In case an extension of Section VII is needed, it should be typed, the ap- 
plication code and serial number shovm thereon, and the extension should be securely 
fastened to the application. 


SECTION VIII. DISTRIBUTION Of PAYENTS TO PRODUCERS 
inter in column (1) the name of cach producer on the farm. 
knter in column (2) the meil address of cach producer, 


inter in column (3) the percentage share of the payment payable to each pro- 
ducer, If the producers on the farm consist of one producer=processor and one or 
more “adherent planters," as defined in letter of July 20, 1988 addressed to I:r, 
George Mills, each producer's share of the payment must be computed on Form 6C-110, 
Supplement 2. The percentages of payment will be computed on Supplement 2 as follows; 


Enter in columns (1) ead (2) the names aud mail addresses, respectively, 
of all adherent planters on the fern, in the sane order that their nanes 
appear on the application, knter in column (3) the number of hundredweirhts 
of sugercane harvested by the edherent plenters in 1638, which were sround 
by the producer=processor., kntor in column (4) the cane ratio of such sueare 
cene. knter in column (5) the result of dividing the emount showm in coluwnan 
(3) by the emount shovm in column (4). knter in colua (6) one-half of 
column (5), inter in column (7) the result of multiplying each item in 
column (6) by the fraction whose numerator is ,0.60 and whose denominator is 
the amount of the suthorized peyment entered in itom 15, Section IV, of the 
application, The producer-processor's share of the payment shall be computed 
by subtracting the total of the percentages shown in column (7) of Supplement 2 
from 100 per cent. 


The percentage shares of the payment are to be expressed to the nearest 
hundred thousandth or one per cent, ce. gs, 2.55649), Five or fewer millionths are 
to be dropped and more than five millionths considered as a whole hundred-thousandth. 
Ten-millionths of one per cent should be disregarded, 
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Enter in each line in column (4) Section VIII tho result of multiplying item 
15, Section IV, by the percentage shown in thet line in column (3). 


Enter in colum (5) Section VIII the total unpaid wages showm in colwan (4), 
Section VII, opposite the name of the producer. If there are no unpaid wages for 
any producer, the word "none" must be entered opposite his name in column (8), 
Section VIII. The total of column (5) must agree with the total of column (4), 
Section VII. 


Make no entry in colum (6), Section VIII. 


The signatures of producors must appeer in the same order in which the nanes 
of the producers appear. 


If any producer desires to nome a beneficiary, the namo of the desipneted 
beneficiary and his mail address should be entcred in the speces provided to the 
left of his signature. 


If there are more than three producers on the farm, a continuation shect 
shall be used. lech continuation sheet must be properly identified by the neme or 
designating numeral of the local administrative district, ond the serial number of 
the application. 


if eny interested person who otherwise would share in the psynent with re- 
spect to the farm refuses to sign the application, a statenent by such person setting 
forth fully his reasons for refusing to sign should be attached to the application, 
end the attachment should be noted in the space provided in Section Ih. If such 
statement cannot be obtained, a statement sicned by the representative of the Insular 
Division of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration in Honolulu, tT. i., indicating 
the reeson for such refusal and the efforts which have been made to secure the sirpna- 
ture of such producer should be entcred in the space provided in Section Ix. If, 
for eny other reason, tho signature of eny interested party who otherwise would 
share in the payment cannot be obtained, a statement of the reason for the failure 
of such person to sign must be written in the line where ne would have signed, and 
initialed by the representative of the Insular Divisicn of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administretion. 


The regulations set forth in ACP-16 are to be followed with respect to author- 
izations and signatures of producers on the application, lio written evidence as to 
authority to sign applications in a representative capacity is to be attached to the 
application.

The dete of the receipt of the completed application in the office of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration, Honolulu, llawaii, shall be the date of Liline 
the applicetion and must be entered in the space provided. The representetive of 
the Insular Division of the Agricultural Adjustment Administretion in Hawaii is 
charged with the responsibility of determining that all signetures are in eccor= 
dence with refulations set forth in ACP=16, 


In case such representetive of the Insulsr Division finds the application 
to be in order and either that all producers heve sipned the apslicstion or thet 
the percentage share of those who have not signed has been correctly deter:ined 
and entered, he should approve the ap lication for payment by sipning in the spece 
provided, The date of signeture should be entered. The representstive of the 
Insular Division who approves the apolication must be duly authorized by the Officer 
in Cherge of the Hawaiian office of the Agricultural Adjustment Administretion to 
act for the Insuler Division end must not be a near relutive of eny interested per- 
son shovm on the applicetion, or have any share of financial interest in the lend 
or sugarcane covered by the applicstion. 
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All applications should be carefully checked in the local office of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration to insure thet they heve been correctly cou~ 
pleted, that the data have been properly entered, cnd that no discrepancies exist 
as to data entered in verious parts of the applicetion. 


When an adequate supply of eapplicetions is completed, the forms should be 
folded in the blank space between Section VI and Section VII, carefully packed and 
shipped to \iashington. In eddition, transmittal sheots, correctly filied out for 
each shipment, should be included in the shipment. The trensmittel shects used in 
connection with the Agricultural Conservation Progrem will also be used in connec~ 
tion with the Suger Program. 
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
